Laws and Act: of Parliament, made by our Royal Predeceſſors, all free quartering of Souldiers in Tranſient or Local Quarters, and all 
Locelities for furoiſhing or Carrying Corn, Straw; Hay, or Graſs to Souidiers Horſes, is expreſly Prohibited and Diſcharged,and by an 
Eftabliſhmenc under Our Royal Hand, There being Aenſures laid down, and Fonds appropriat for the exact and punQual Payment of 
* the ftandiog Forces and Garriſons within this Our Ancient Kingdom, and a Commi ſſary appointed for making due and Regular Proviſions 
of Corn, Straw, and Graſs, for the Horſes and Dragoons preſently under Oar Pay, and in Our Seryice within this Our Ancient Kingdom, by ready 
Money, or otherwife as he can beſt Bargain with any of Our Leidges for their Corn, Straw, and Graſs» Whereby the abuſes heretofore done and commits 
| ted upon any of Our Leidges, by the Illegal exacting Locality or free Quarter, may be Remeeded and Prevented, and all Mans · meat, and Horſe · meat furniſh- 
ed to any Officers or Souldiers in our Service within this Our Ancient Kingdom, ducly payed. And we conſidering how neceſſary it is, that all Our 
Good Subjects ſhould know by whom, and in what manner they are to be payed for all proviſions of Corn, Straw, and Graſs for Horſes, and Ment and 
Drink to be furniſhed co Our Officers and Souldiers, by them or any of them; «nd that all Officers and Souldiers within this Our ſaid Ancient Kingdom 
may Govern and Regnlat themſelves, and the Troups under tteir Command eccordingly, 8s they will be Anſwerable. We, with Advice 
of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Require and Command the Commiſſary. General, appointed and received by the Lords of Our Theſaurie, to make 
Due and TimousProvifions of Oats, Stra w, and Graſs,for all Horſe and Dragoons at preſent under Our Fay, and in Our Service within this Our Ancient King- 
dom, ia their ReſpeRive, Traaſient, and Local Quarters: And that the ſame may be the more orderly and e ffectually done, we Require and command all | 
Oar Officers, who command the ſaids Troops, to give timely Notice to the ſaid Commſſary of their Removal to and from Local Quarters, and of the x 
Rout appointed for their March in Tranſient Quarters, that proviſions may be ready accordingly» And in caſe any patties be called to March, upon ſudden 7 
Commands, which may not be ſit to Impatt to the Commiſſary : Then We with advice foreſaid, ſtritly Charge and Require the Commanders of the ſeveral 
Parties, to buy with Ready Money the Oats, Straw, and Graſs, neceſſary for their Horſes, as any other of Our Leidges is in uſe to do, and what he ſhall ** 
depurſe or expend thereon : e hereby Require and Command our ſaid Comarflary to refound and repay the ſame. And we with Advice of our Privy 
Council, do hereby exprefly Require and Command Our Commiſſary General by himſelf, or Fit Perſons imployed and intrufted by him to attend at the Ma- 
ghzins which (hall be provided for Our Troops at their Reſpective Harter, two Hours each Diy, viz, Betwixe ten and twelve 
in tue F ore · noon, at le: ſt to attend the two Hours above. named upon one Or moe day es of each week, ſuch as (hall be particularly agrced upon bet wint the 
Commiſſary and the Officers, to the effe& the proviſions may be given out by the Commiſſary, and received by the Officers or Soldiers timouſly,and with- 
out diforder or Confuſion, and hereby all Officers and Souidiers ate peremptorly Prohibited and Diſcharged to offer any Injuiie or Abuſe to our ſaid Com- 
miſſiry, or his Deputs, as they will be anlwerable at their higheſt peril. And ficklike, We with advice foreſaid, peremptorly Require and Command the 
Officer Commanding in Chief, in any place of Local or Tranlicat Quarters, to lee the hail Meat and Drink furniſhed to tbe Soldiers andOfficers under his 
Command, by the Land- Lords of their Qrtets, exactly and complearly payed at the ordinary Rates of the Countrey: And in Caſe there ſhall be any ex- 
action or diſcharge of free Qjarters Exto: ted, or abatements exacted below the ordinary Rates, or any other abuſe Committed; We, with advice foreſaid, 
Require ad Command the Commanding Officer there for the time, to make payment by ready Money for the whole Souldiers and Officers on the place, in 
their Local Quarters,once every Weck ar Farthelt, and Trafinent Qustters before Removeal, if they ſtzy a ſhorter time then a Veck, under the pain of Caſheir- - 
ing and breaking the ſaid Command. ng Officer; upon complaint of his Tranigreſling the Premiſſes, to be made by the party Injured to our privy Council, or 
to the Sheriff or his Depute, Baillie of Regality, or his Depute, Stewart of the Stewartrie, or his Depute, or any two Commiſſioners of Supply ofthe 
Bounds and Shire, where the ſaids Abuſe: and injuries are done and Committed, whom, or either of whom, We with advice foreſaid, Require and Com- 
mand to receive the ſaids Complaints, and tranſmit the ſame to the Cle: ks of Our Privy Council, within ten dayes aſter any ſuch Complaints ſhall be made 
to them, under the pain of being lyable to repair the party Iujured themſelves: And which Complaints, We with advice fore ſaid, appoint to be puriued by 
Our Advocit, 3nd Solicitor upon the publick Charge. And ia caſe any private Party (hall think fit to puiſue the ſume themſelves, Wo hereby Requite 
and Command the Expenſes that ſhali be layed out by them, in proſecution thereof, to be Repayed and Reimburſed to them by the Lords ofOur Theaturie, 
alle well as the Expenſes to be layed out by Our Solicitor, all which are to be retained and deduced by the ſaids Lords of Our Thefawie, out of the Oili- 
cers pay againft whom the (aid Complalnt is made and verified. And in cafe any Inferior Officer in Tranſient or Local Quarters, ſhall tranſgreſſe aby of tb 
Premiſſes; We hereby R-quire and Command the Commanding Officer, upon Complaint mace to him, and Proven, irftantly to pay the Complaige! what 
(ha'l be due to him. And if the Perſon complained on be an uocommiſlionat Office- t he ſaid Commander is inſtantly to break andCaſhicre him, and if he ben 
Commillionat Officer who ſhell fo Transgreſſe; We with Advice foreſaid, Require the ſaid Commanding Olticer to ſuſpend him in the mean time, and imme- 
diatly ro Repreſent the ſame to our Privy Council, that they may give Orders for breaking and C. ſhiei ing the Cfficer trensgre ling, providing the Complaints 
for aot payment of Local Quarters, or Commiring any of che Abuſes foreſaid therein be made to the ſaid Commanding Officer, within Eight days after 
Weeks Quarters are Reſting, or any other Abuſes Committed. and in Tranſient Quartere, befote the parties Removal, with Certification, if payment be not 
craved, or Complaints made within the time ſoreſaid, the Commanding Officer ſhall be free, but prejudice to the Land · Lords and othe! s to ſeek their pays 
ment and Reparation from the Perſons Debitors therein, or Committers thereof, by all other Legal means, and it ſhall be ſufficient evidence that thb 
CommandingOffi cer has been complained to, and Nequired to make pay ment ofProviſions ſurniſhed to Souldiers, Men and Horſes under hi- Command, or te- 
dreſs abuſes Committed by them, if the ſame be made to bim in preſence of a Mg'firate withinBurgh,a Juſtice of Peace or two Witneſſes, And We, with ad- 
vice foreſaid,do declare, that no Diſcharges (ball be ſufficient for exonering the Soludiers and Officers; and Inſtructing the Payment of their Quarters, unleſs + 
they be Subſcribed by the Maſter of the Ground, or his Chamberlain or che Officer of the Ground before two Witneſſes or » Magiſtrate within Burgh. And 
. for preventing of a Common Abuſe done and Committed upon Our Leidges, by Souldiers and Officers, in their Marches, Preſſing and Seafing upon Horſes for 
their own private Uſe and Service. We with Advice foreſaid, do ſtrictiy Prahibite and Diſcharge all preſſiag or Seaſing upon Horſes, by any Officer o1Sonl- 
dier for their own Particular and private Service, under the pain of a Monerhs pay to be retained ( upon Complaint to be made and infituRed as aforeſaid ) 
off the Officer who Commands, and where Horſes are neceſſary for carrying Artillery, Amunition, or Proviſion, or 20 other uſe of the Army in the Towns, 
or in the Countrey, that the (ame be imployed and ma is uſe of, by order of the Commander of the Party, and of the Magiftrats of Burghs joyntly, ifthe * 
Horſes be furniſhed within Burgh: And by the ſaid Commander, and any one of the Commiſſioners of Supply within the Shire where the Hor ſes are furniſh» 
ed ind made uſe of in Land-wart. Aud We with Advice foreſaid, conform to the third Act, Parliament 1681, ordain that there be payed for each diy 
that the ſaids Horſga ſhall 1 velaghree Shillings Scots for esdtt zwo Miles to the Man and Horie, and each day that they do not Travel, Six Shillings Scots | 
che Nao, and as much for ckeHorſe,the Man being obliged to provide himſelf and the Horſe, which (hall be payed by the Magiſtrats of the Burgbzif the *

may be the more Regularly and Equally proportioned and provided: We with advice furefaid, Require pee ihe forks, within Bu:gb, and 
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_Cammilſioners of Supply, and Juſtices of Prace in Land-wart, to cauſe provide from time to time a competent Number of Horſes, within their reſpective 
Bounds, for the Service of Our Forces, and the Uſes foreſaids, as they will be 4oſwerable at their Peril. And we wit Advice foreſaid; Prohibit and Diſ- 
charge any Officer or Souldier to Seaſe upon, or Preſſe any Horſes wit hout the concourle of the Perſons above · named, or to detain tem tongsr t one Dayes 
March at fartheſt; But to Reſtore and give Back the ſaids Horſes Imployed in manner foreſaid in good Caſe, under the pain of a Moneths pay to be rene 
ed ia manner foreſaid, off the Officer who (hill be found to contraveen the Premiſſes, vefides the payment of the price of the Horſe to the furniſher, as the 
ſame (hall be inftru&ed before the Baillies within Burgh, Sheriffs, Stewarcs,Baillies ofRegalities, or Deputs,or Juſticesof Peace in the Conntrey. And to the 
end Our Royal pleaſure in the Premifſes may be made publick and known. OUR WILLIS , Aid we Charge you ſtrictly, and Com-
